Redhousc combats tbc generally-accepted 
tliei>iv tlmt the Aryan races of mankind 
originated in the I'ninir highlands of Cen- 
tral Vsia, spreading in n northwesterly 
dire, tion into Kurope, and southwesterly 
into India. He believes that the polar 
region's, which at one time possessed a 
tropical temperature, formed the original 
holm- of man. 


— Experiments have proved that wooden 


posts put into the ground'in'the same 
posit ion as that in which they grew, top 
upw irds, will become rotten several years 
sooinT than if placed top downwards in 
the soil. The theory is that the capillary 
tubes in the tree are so adjusted as to 
oppose the rising moisture when the wood 
is imerted. 


— [t appears from the first rejwrt of 


the Central Sanitary liurcau of Japan, 
just issued, that a public laboratory has 
been established in that country for the 
anal <. sis of chemicals and patent medi- 
cines. The proprietors of all patent 
medicines are bound to present samples, 
liigt t her with full particulars concerning 
the < (imposition and proposed use of each 
ri'iix dy. 
During the year there were no 


less than 11.1)04 applicants for license to 
prep ire and sell 118,097 patent and 
seen t medicines. 
Permission for the 


prep iration and sale of 58,088 different 
kinds was granted, 8,f>9:i were prohibited, 
Sl,!)l ^ wore ordered to be discontinued, 
ami 7U,y.'Jt remained still to be reported 
on. The enforcing of similar restrictions 
in tins country would undoubtedly prove 
a boon to the thousands of persons who 
are being imposed upon by nostrum 
venders. 


— The mixture used by Mr. 1 lummy in 


the production of his first artificial dia- 
monds consisted of ninety per cent of 
rectified bone-oil, ten per cent of par- 
affin spirit, and four grams of lithium. 
Tliesr substances were placed in a tube 
four inches in diameter, with a bore of 
half in inch, and after the open end hud 
been securely welded up the tube was ex 
posed to a red heat for fourteen hours. 


—I 'upper is widely diffused over the face 


of tlio earth, and man has for many ages 
adapted it to his wants. It was one of 
the most important articles of commerce 
of tlie Phoenicians, who derived a large 
supply from the mines of Nubia (that at 
one t ime supplied the whole of the known 
world), and combined with it the tin ub- 
t lined from the islands of Great .Britain. 
It \\ is used by some of the .Northern 
nations of Kurope in the fabrication of 
wea;Mins at a period and under circm- 
stani es when steel appeared to be more 
precious than gold. This has been illus- 
trati il in Denmark by the opening of 
main Scandinavian tumuli of very remote 
ages, from which have been collected 
specimens of knives, daggers, swords and 
impli mcnts of industry. These relics are 
preserved in the museum at Copenhagen. 
Theie arc tools of various kinds, formed 
of flint or other hard substance, in shape 
resembling odr axes, chisels, hammers 
and knives, the blades of which are of 
gold, while an edge of iron is attached 
for the purpose of cutting. Some of 
the'<e tools are formed principally of cop- 
per, with edges of iron , and in many of] 
the implements the profuse application of 
copi>i r and gold, when contrasted with 
the parsimony evident in the use of iron, 
seems to prove that at that unknown 
period, and among the unknown people 
who raised these tumuli, gold, as well as 
copper, was a much more common pro- 
duct than iron.

10 01 1- years. 


—Two eggs of the extinct great auk 


were recently sold by auction in Edin- 
burgh,—oue at £100, and the other at 
102 ',aiineas. The latter is probably the 
largi ->t sum ever paid for a single egg, 
with the exception of that of the moa, 
a single specimen of which was sold at 
the s.ime place in 1805 for £200. 


— Vmong the animals inhabiting the 


bottom of the Caspian Sea are several 
species having well-developed organs of 
siglil. This is taken as an indication that 
even at great depths light is not com- 
pletely absorbed, as in total darkness the 
eyes of animals are reduced to a rudi- 
mentary form. 


— Carbonic acid iu a liquid form lias 


been found in the pores of the Uralian 
amethyst.. The pressure, which must 
have been exerted to liquefy the carbonic 
acid is estimated at seventy-three atmos- 
phei es. 


—It has been estimated that a single 


pa'u of Cyclops yiutdritornis, a micro- 
scopic crustacean, will produce a progeny 
numbering 4,500,000,000 in the course of 
six months! This is, however, but one 
of the many marvels which the micro- 
scope has shown in the unseen world 
about us.

Her large blue eyes 
vere v-andering restlessly around while 
she sung, and ere I had time to retreat I 
met thi-ir full glance. Instead of being 
Uarmeil at my intrusion, a sweet smile 
>artcd her soft lips, and raising her 
iugcr, she beckoned me to approach. 


"You have waited long, my beloved, 


jut you have come at last," she mur- 
mured, in low and broken tones, as she 
drew me to a seat beside her; then, 
clasping my hand in hers, she fixed her 
;aze on my face with a look so full of 
solemn and earnest tenderness, that my 
very soul thrilled beneath it. 


I soon found that the fair girl's reason 


was entirely obscured, and her insanity 
seemed to me to have assumed the almost 
hopeless form of imbecility.' 'But'- -her 
pure and beautiful instincts were as fresh 
ind powerful as if intellect were still 
their guide.

ent to obtain from the United States com- 
pensation for such slaves, and to receive 
and distribute the same equitably to the 
persons entitled. 


SEC. 
40. The General Assembly shall 


have power to receive from the United 
States any grant or donation of land, 
money or securities for any purpose desig- 
nated by the United States, and shall ad- 
minister or distribute the same according 
to the conditions of said grant. 


The Hon. Edward McPherson, in a let- 


ter to the Tribune, says that "the records 
of most of the late Slave-States contain 
lists of the slave-owners, and the names 
of their sla\es, with a view to the future 
payment for the same." We have else- 
where seen partial copies of such State 
records, describing the slaves in the ut- 
most detail, making it apparent that they 
been carefully prepared to be used for 
some such purpose. 


The following extract from a speech 
uuuily Ocllvcicvl In Alalmma la bul 


one of a multitude of similar import con- 
stantly brought to our notice. 


"The 
Confederacy still exists, my 


friends, and Jeff Davis, the best friend 
we ever had, is yet our President and de-

Add 
to this interest for the time elapsed and 
the sum is doubled, or, four times the 
present debt of the country, for slave- 
property alone. What the sum would be 
be for real and construction damage to 
other property it is impossible to estimate, 
but it is easy to see that the country would 
be placed under a burden of debt that 
would be overwhelming for the next half 
century.

In accord with the sentiment that colors 


these specimens of Southern patriotism, 
is a letter from Robert Toombs to a friend 
in Washington. 
Toombs, it will be re- 


membered, is the man who boastfully 
prophesied some years ago, while in the 
Senate of the United States, that the day 
would come when he should read the roll 
of his slaves in the shadow of the Bunker 
Hill Monument. Toombs says, in a vein 
of arrogant confidence, that " if Hancock 
is elected the old boys of the South will 
see that he does the fair thing by them. 
In other words he will run the machine to 
suit them or they will run the thing them- 
selves." It is quite possible tliat Han- 
cock would be as complacent and useful a 
tool in the hands of the Rebel Brigadiers 
as their unrepentant hearts could desire. 


The Daily Telegraph, a Democratic 


paper published at Hot Springs, Arkansas, 
gleefully manifests the Southern type of 
political feeling in giving an account of a 
Hancock meeting recently held at that 
place. 
At the head of the report is a 


large-sized Confederate flag and under it 
the following displayed head-lines: " The 
Great Democratic Barbacue—The Demo- 
crats Hang their Banners on the Outer 
Wall—Great Enthusiasm for Hancock 
and the Whole Democratic Ticket— 
Everybody Feeling Good and Happy." 


The Editor of that paper wishes it 


made clear that he considers the Confed- 
erate flag a " Democratic Banner." No 
doubt it is, for the treasonable men who 
invented that flag, and those who fought 
under it, were all Democrats. 
Those 


who extol that spurious flag to-day are 
Democrats, and none but Democrats ever 
fired on the true flag, the banner of the 
Union, or attempted to haul down with 
rebellious hands that proud national em- 
blem. 


In further proof of the palpable fact 


that the embers of the " Lost Cause 
still glow with life, which such an event 
as the election of Hancock would natur- 
ally fan into visible and vigorous flame, 
let us quote a dispatch from Washington 
of August 27th •—" For some hours pre- 
VlUUb 10 Uie moving or lilt; Dcuiuvia 
procession last night, a rebel flag was dis- 
played from a dwelling house near the 
grand stand, and remained flying while 
the column was filing into position."

Southern Democrats saw nothing in the 


speech to be ashamed of, and they carnot 
sympathize with their Northern brethren 
who, though hundreds of miles away at 
the time the spiech was delivered, take 
so much pains to deny the accuracy of a 
report that has never even been ques- 
tioned by the hundreds of Democrats 
here who heard the speech.

ginian was made by its editor, Major S.

Mr. Yost is not "an obscure 
newspaper writer," but was associated at 
one time with such a Simon-pure Demo- 
crat as Stilson Hutchms in editing the 
Ol.

GAINS IDT INDIANA. 


AN ALARMING EXODUS OF DEMOCRATS AT

i five minutes speech, and pledged him- 
self to give $oOO towards the erection of 
such a building.

and unanimously carried. 


The Committee on Resolutions re- 


jorted a series of resolutions endorsing 
the Chicago platform and nominees, 
which were unanimously adopted. 
The 


Convention adjourned. 


—Rev. Dr. J. F. Chaplain, Presiding 


Elder of the Lehigh district (which in- 
cludes Bristol), of the Methodist Church, 
died last Thursday, in Allentown, Pa. 
The funeral services over his remains 
took place on Monday, at the Wlmrton 
Street Methodist Church, in Philadelphia. 


Both floor and galleries of the edifice 


were packed to their utmost capacity, 
over 100 clergymen and representatives 
from the Trinity, Wharton Street, Salem 
and Frankford churches, in each of which 
the deceased had labored, having seats in 
front of the pulpit. The organ played a 
solemn dirge as the cloth-covered casket, 
with its solitary floral cross on the head, 
was borne up the aisle and deposited at 
the sanctuary rails. Then there was an 
interval of quiet communion, lasting half 
an hour, and broken only by the entrance 
of the funeral procession, headed by 
Presiding Elder Poxson and Bevs. W. 
Cunningham, of Bristol; S. W. Thomas, 
J. S. J. McConnell, Andrew Longacre and 
I. Stevens, a delegation from the Phila- 
delphia ministers' meeting, followed by 
the bereaved wife, daughters, son and 
relatives of the deceased. The services 
were opened with a prayer by Dr. Cun- 
ningham, followed by the singing of a 
hymn and reading of the thirty-ninth 
Psalm by Rev. J. S. J. McConnell. 
Dr. 


Coffman, of 
Allentown, a next-door 


neighbor and pastor of the dead elder's 
family, gave some touching details of his 
last hours. Although, he said, it was 
evident for months to Dr. Chaplain's 
friends that his physical system was giv- 
ing way,'yet-he never missed an appoint- 
ment, but loved and gloried in his work 
to the last. He had Arranged to take a 
three weeks vacation in the bosom of his 
family, but before the time that he had 
set apart had arrived he was on what 
proved to 'be his deathbed. Not once 
through, his illness, even when he spoke ol 
dying, did he show any symptoms ol 
alarm. Once, when suffering great pain, 
he remarked: "I pity any poor sinner 
who has to repent at such a time as this." 
At one time he declared that the room 


was full of angels, and that he saw Jesn 
waiting to take him hence, and, althougl 
weak, he stretched out his arms and par- 
tially raised himself from the bed, as 
though anxious to go. His lost words 
were : "I love my wife, I love my chil- 
dren, I love everybody." 


Rev. Andrew Longacre, who twenty- 


eight years ago, was one of the class 
which, with the deceased elder, appliec 
for admission to the ministry, told of the 
memories which the solemn scene forcec 
on his mind; and Rev. S. W. Thomas 
paid his tribute to the devotion, piety 
and self-sacrificing 
nature of the de- 


ceased. Rev. Dr. Wallace, editor of the 
Ocean Grove Record, mentioned that 
years ago he (the speaker) had put in his 
will a request that Dr. Chaplain should 
say a few words over his grave. "I did 
not think," said the speaker in broken 
tones, "that I should be called upon to do 
the same thing for him." Another 
prayer was then offered up, and while the 
choir sang "Asleep in Jesus" the congre- 
gation passed by the coffin in single file 
and took their last look at the pale, wan 
face of one they had loved so well, and 
who had laid down his life in the service 
of the Church. 


—Another accident which will in all 


probability have a fatal termination oc- 
curred ubout 3 o'clock this morning. 
A 


young man, 21 years of age, who gave his 
name as Francis Murphy, and his nativity, 
Belfast, Ireland, was on a freight train, 
trying surreptitiously to get to New York 
from Philadelphia. 
He supposes that he 


fell asleep, and fell off the train, at any 
rate, he found himself at the time indi- 
cated above lying along the railroad track 
with his right arm cut off at the shoulder 
and his left arm broken, the supposition 
being that he fell under the wheels of the 
cars. 
He was found and taken to the 


depot where Dr. Ward was summoned, 
who did what he could for the poor 
fellow. The man exhibited rare fortitude 
and not a single complaint or groan es- 
caped from him. He was taken to Phila- 
delphia and placed in one of the hospitals 
but it is not at all likely that he will get 
well. 
He said his mother was dead but 


that his father resided somewhere in 
Kansas. 
The exact locality he did not 


know. 
Young Murphy's arm was buried 


down the turnpike by the gravel pit. 


—Yesterday afternoon the New York 


express passing here about 3 o'clock 
struck a man walking on the track oppoj 
site Walnut street cutting the back of his 
head and rendering him partially insen- 
sible. 
Dr. Ward was summoned to at- 


tend the man but nothing could be dore 
for him and he died in about twenty 
minutes. 
He was a tramp and as there 


was nothing about his person except an 
old knife and a piece of tobacco no par- 
ticulars in regard to his history could be 
discovered. 
His remains were buried in 


the usuaf resting place of unfortunates of 
liis character.
